are employed by "protected" capital.

other 17,000.000 are left to shift for them- 
selves and are compelled to pay their share 
of the tarill" Hue levied for the beueiit of 
"protected" capital in the enhanced cost of 
everything they use or consume. The work- 
ers employed by "protected" capital are 
also a'ned by tlie tariff Or the same purpose, 
but as capital gets the whole of Ihe proceeds 
of the line these workers stiller quite as 
much as those employed by ''unprotected" 
capital. The conclusion, therefore, is irre- 
sistible that the tariff-enhanced prices of the 
products of "protected" c.ipitul:ireu down- 
right injury to labor iu every industry, 
whether operated by "protected" or "un- 
protected" capital.
